Ellen Terry Begins Olympic Engagement in ‘‘Captain 


Brassbownd’s Conversion’’ Tomorrow Evening— 
Florence Roberts Appears in ‘‘The Strength of the 
Weak”’ at Century Tonight—Camille D’Arville in 
‘‘The Belle of London Town’’ at Garrick, Rose 
Melville in ‘‘Sis Hopkins’’ at Grand, and Other 
New Offerings—Reflections of an Old Playgoer. 


OR once, at least, the spiritually gray-robed observers of Lent have little 
reason to regret that the reverential obligations require them

ings included one premiere production, that of “Hampton Roads’ at the Gar- 
rick, failed to uplift it above the commonplace. 

I felt quite sure at the week's opening that we would get something well 
worth while in “The Walls of Jericho,*’ the Alfred Sutro society comedy in 
which James K. Hackett came to us stripped of his accustomed trappings of 
the romantic period, but in this, as I have already told you, I was disap- 
pointed. Sutro’s talky play'bored me and Hackett himself appeared to less ad- 
vantage than I remember ever to have seen him. 

As for ‘‘Sam_ Houston,’’ the Texas historical drama that brought Clay Clem- 
ent back to us, and in which he appeared at the Garrick until Friday night, I 
do not see any hope for it as a dramatic offering, owing alike to its weakness 
as a story and to its faults of construction. It sounds well to say that Mr. 
Clement’s purpose in presenting such a play is ‘“‘educational,’””’ but what the 
public demands first and foremost of a play is that it be genuinely a play, 
possessing dramatic interest and dramatic shape—and ‘Sam Houston” fails to 
meet these requirements. ‘‘Hampton Roads,’’ which succeeded it Friday night, 
was deplorably weak. 

“The Gingerbread Man” at the Century was entertaining and brightly pre- 
sented, ‘‘The Old Homestead” at the Grand was satisfyingly produced, but 
neither can be taken as redeeming the week from the charge of lack of dis- 
tinction. It was a week of Lenten fasting, as far as dramatic provender is 
concerned.

Second in importance only to the Terry engagement at the Olympic is 
that of Florence Roberts in ‘‘The Strength of the Weak’’ and ‘‘Maria Rosa’’ 
at the Century. Just about a year ago Miss Roberts, headed for New York, 
played a week’s engagement in “Ann La Mont” at the same St. Louis house 
where she now to appear. The play didn’t impress me particularly, but 
the star herself—her fame. until then almost restricted to the Pacific Coast— 
seemed to me to be a powerful emotional actress, as I said at the time. In 
the course of a little talk which I had with Miss Roberts then, she told me 
the story of ‘‘The Strength of the Weak,” Which she was thinking of using 
as her leading production in New York, and the powerful nature of its cul- 
mination and denouement appealed to me so forcibly that I predicted its suc- 
This prediction has been verified—it is the play which gave Miss Rob- 
erts her first great New York hit—and now we are to see it in St. Louis for 
the first time. I do not know if “The Strength of the Weak” entirely ful- 
fills the promise visible to my mind’s eye a year ago, nor will I know until 
tonight, but I am naturally mOst anxious to study its materialization into 
concrete stage form. 

Equally curious am I to see this same star in ‘‘Maria Rosa,” the tragedy 
translated from the Spanish of Angel Guimera, in which Miss Roberts con- 
fidently expects to increase her New York prestige in the near future. I am

We have drawn 
heavily on the English, French, German, Italian and Scandinavian schools, our 
own native playwrights are beginning to do the most notable work in American 
stage history—how exciting, therefore, if Spain’s playwrights should now put 
them all on their mettle by setting a new pace in vital dramatic work! 

In an interview with Mr. Guido Marburg, the translator of ‘Marta of the 
Lowlands” and ‘Maria Rosa,”’ which you will find on another page of today’s 
Sunday Post-Dispatch, he tells me that the modern Spanish plays are tremen- 
dously compelling. and ‘“red-blooded,’” and expresses his confident convigtion 
that many of these plays will be placed on the American stage in the near 
future.

ture full of tragedy at its highest as this tragedy is 
involved in the logical sequences of history. 

Describing age first inauguration of Abraham Lin- 
coln as he saw it, he shows Lincoln, the representa- 
tive of the vet seabed forces of retribution, stand- 
ing and waiting to take the oath of office, 
side is Chief Justice Rover of. the United 
“tates Supreme Court; on the other the retiring 
President, James Buchanan. 
is shown in the smooth dignity 
gentleman of the old school. “yw 
and his white neckeloth,” the gaunt form of Lineoln,

If he had been solely a literary artist, 
would have held .this picture enough with nothing 
said to explain it.

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ARTIFICIAL FOODS. 

Chemists are becoming more and more anxious to 
find new sources of nitrogenous foods, and the arti- 
ficial food industry has developed widely in Ger- 
many, chiefly in the large works which supply dye 
stuffs for which albumen is an important material. 

The artificial foods are mostly mixtures of more 
or less secret composition, Thus the tropon of Prof. 
Finkler of Bonn, whose works are at Muehlheim, 
consists of one-third of animal and two-thirds of 
vegetable albumen. Albumenose is a frequent con- 
stituent of those foods. By albumenose is understood 
a preparation, which, as regards solubility, occupies 
a position intermediate between the original animal 
albumen and its peptone. 

The managers of the Elberfeld Farbenwerke have 
made a hit with their somatose, which is such an 
albumenose, and have quite recently brought out 
the more economical] tannin and milk somatose, 
which may become a very important food for the 
masses. This latter preparation utilizes the casein 
of the milk. | 

The nutrose of the dye works, at Hoechst; the en- 
kasin of Salkowsky; the sanatozen of Bauer & Co. 
or Berlin, contain all the casein compounds, with 
sodium or ammonium. 


MECHANICAL SERVANT GIRL. 

In London recently there was a demonstration of 
the “‘aspirator,’’ the latest labor reducer, which is 4 
French invention, and is meant, so its promoter an- 
ticipates, to supersede the housemaid. It consists 
of a neat oak box, containing a species of bellows, 
which, when in operation, sucks up dirt and dust 
through a long, flexible steel pipe with a flat nozzle 
at the end. This pipe can be manipulated in exact- 
ly the same way as an ordinary hose, thus enabling 
curtains, etc., to be cleaned without displacement. 
The chief feature of the ‘‘aspirator’’ is that it can 
be used by anyone, the motive power being sup- 
plied either by a small battery or by the turning 
of a wheel.

If that is so, the in- 
vention might perhaps create a new phonetic writing 
which would: put the controversy about phonetic 
spelling out of date, and would enable the business 
man or author-to dispense with an amanuensis, The 
business man, for example, could dictate into the 
machine and post to his correspondent a photograph 
of his observations. But doubtless these develop- 
ments are tolerably ramote. 


TO BUILD CONCRETE BUILDINGS IN A MOLD. 
Something new in the line of house building is be- 


ing planned by the great wizard of electricity, 
‘Thomas A. Edison. His latest notion is to mold 
houses out of concrete in a single casing. He plans 
to build a house complete in four days out of con- 
crete. 

An architect will be employed to design dwelling 
houses of different designs; 
made in detachable parts that can be screwed to- 
gether easily to feérm an entire house. The mold 
for the whole housé is set up and concrete pumped 
into every nook and cranny. After four days the 
parts of the mold will be unscrewed and removed 
and the solid concrete house will remain, 

Mr. Edison claims that the house will bé so com- 
plete that dormer windows, chimneys, spouts, inside 
cupboards, bannisters, mantel piece and) even bath- 
tubs will be forméd in the cast in which the house 
proper will be made. Even the plumbing and gas 
piping will be of ¢oncrete and molded in the original 
cast. From each; mold the first cost of which—with 
all its parts—-is estimated at $25,000, an unlimited 
may be produced, because the 
parts of the mold may be sent with Htthe difficulty 
from town to town. It is claimed that about ninety 
houses could be built in one year by the use of a 
mold, at a cost of $500 to $600; apiece.

QGnce more woman has demonstrated her superior 
vitality, to the discomfiture of mere man. Of the 
centenarians who died in the United Kinghom during 
last year 40 were women, and only a paltry 16 were 
men; in 19% the numbers were 36 and 22 respective- 
ly, and in 1904, 41 and 22. During the last ten years 
the women who died after completing 100 years, at 
least, of life exceeded the male centenarians 327 to 
177—an advantage of nearly 85 per cent. 

Tested by the length oflife, woman can equally 
claim the superiority.” Bridget Danahar, who died 
last March in Limerick, was said to be 112 years old; 
Mary O'Hara, another daughter of Erin, Was only 
two years younger, and Mrs. Sarah Egan of King’s 
County, was credited with 107 years, while Bridget 
Somers, who ended her days in Sligo Workhouse in 
March, 194, has reached the ripe old age of 114.

DID OZAR'S AGENTS 
KILL EDITOR IN PARIS? 


PARIS, March °*.—Efforts are being | 
made to find the assassin or assassins of | 
the Russian savant, Dr. John Wilbuse- 
vich, who was found dead in his room. 
Wilbusevich was editor and publisher 
of a Russian periodical here and was 
greatly respected by Revoluttonists who 
approved his magazine, which was well 
circulated in Russia in spite of a Gov- 
ernment prohibition. 

Russians here believe Wr, Wilbusevich 
was killed by agents ofthe Reaction- 
aries sent from R.ssia for this purpose. 
This suspicion is strengthened by the 
disappearance of Wilbusevich’s entire 
correspondence, consisting of several 
hundred letters in code, used by Rus- 
sian Revolutionists.

BLAMES MEXICAN POLICE 
Says His Deportation Was 
Never Ordered, Thus Refut- 
ing the Official Story. 





NDREA VILLARREAL GONZA- 
A LES, sister of Antonio I. Villar- 
real, secretaryxof the St. Louis 
Junta, who is reported to have escaped 
from the immigration authorities at El 
Paso, Tex., believes that her brother has 
either been kidnaped by the Mexican 
police or murdered. 


_* Bhe says that Villarreal’s deportation 


had not been ordered,-that Secretary 
Btrauss of the Department of Commerce 
and Labor had held his case up to await 
the introduction of new evidence, and 
that Villarreal was so confident of final 
acquittal that he would not have at- 
tempted to escape had everything been 
in his faver. 

In further support of her belief, she 


points to an alleged previous conspir- 
acy to Kidnap Viliarreal, and to tne 
Mumerous deaths ana mysterious disap- 
pearances that have recently occurred 
among the members of the St. Louis 
Junta. 
Nor does it appear possible to her 
that her brother could have escaped 
under the conditions stated in dispatcnes 
from Ei Paso had he been ever so muci 
inciined to do sv. According to tne 
Statement of tne MeéXican immigration 
inspector from whom he is reported to 
@ escaped, Villarreal had just at- 
te ted to secure his release by oribery. 
This, his sister poinis out, should pave 
redoubled the caution of his escurt: and 
caused them to keep him under close 
surveillance. 

Miss Gonzales further asserts that, if 
he was actually being taken to Mexico 
by otficiai order, he would have been 
accompanied by poth a Mexican and an 
American immigration officer, and proo- 
ably further guarded. 


Circumstances Against Escape. 

Kl Paso is a city of only 30,000 inhab- 
itants, the place where ne is said to 
have escaped is in the ‘principal busi- 
hess district, and the time was high 
moon, when the streets would have 
been crowded. Under these circum- 
Stances, the young woman. refuses utter- 
ly .to believe that her brother could 
have escaped if he had tried. But she 
bases her first disbelief of the story on 
the fact that his deportation had not 
Been ordered trom Washington, and 
that, On the other hand, he had been 
Specifically notified that action on his 
Cuse had been deferred until such time 
fis ne could produce further evidence in 
Bis OWN beDALi. '

Victims Unable to Realize Their 
Frightful Experience and 
Miraculous Escape. 





Plunging fourteen stories, a sheer 
drop of 175 feet from the top of @ 
skyscraper to solid ground-—this is 
the experience that befell three men 
yesterday and all of them are alive. 
Two are practically unhurt. . The 
third had both of his legs broken. 

The men are William Tiedeman, 
1844 Dolman street; -A. Kellough, 216 
North Compton avenue, and Edward 
Carie, 23387 South Jefferson avenue. 
The accident happened in the new 
Pierce Building which occupies the 
half block on the east side-of Fourth 
street, between Pine and Ghestnut. 

Walking almost abreast the men 
stepped into an elevator cage, the 
floor of which was on «@ level with 
the fourteenth floor of the building. 
Instantly it gave under their feet and 
with lightning speed it swept down 
the narrow shaft. When the car’ 
crashed on the dirt bottom of the 
shaft the three were hurled, Into a’ 
heap. 

Workmen on the ground floor and 
from the floors above, others who had, 
seen the car when it flashed by, ran 
to the aid of the three victims. Ail» 
three were breathless from the shock 
and fright, but all were conscious. | 

An ambulance took them to St.! 
John’s Hospital where their injuries; 
were dressed. Kellough’s legs were 
broken between the knee and ankle-— ' 
simple fractures the hospital physi-. 
cian said. Teideman’s right ankle 
was sprained. He may have to use 
crutches for two weeks. Carie re- 
ceived a slight cut on the head. He. 
will stay in the hogpital until today, 
to recover from the nervous shock. 

Singular Cnuse of Accident, 

The accident was the result of a 
Singular mischance. Two elevators, | 
the floors of which are six by stx feet, | 
work side by side in the southern part 
of the structure.

“This woman’s husband has been Ill 
for three years with rheumatism,” said 
Miss Addie. ‘They are the parents of 
nine children, the eldest 11, the youngest 
31% weeks. She supports the family by 
washing.

He 
has always been good to her and the 
children, worked for them when he 
could, and in these last years has helped 
in little ways.

‘It’s not right for parents to bring 
up children without giving them an 
education,’ she said, ‘and I often make 
up my mind to\ give baby away. She 
might be where\she would have good 
food and good clothing, but I’m afraid 
there'd always be a longing in her life 
and I can’t bring myself to do it.’ 

“She has to wash so hard that she 
doesn't have time to nurse the baby and 
she hasn’t even a milk bottle. She has’ 
fixed up a cup with an -old nipple and 
a tube and the baby gets its lunch 
from this. 

“It’s a pretty baby, too, with the 
brightest blue eyes. Sunday she gives 
to her children, bathing them, dressing 
them and brushing their hair and clean- 
ing their nails. 

‘‘Each child of the four older ones has 
a smaller one for whom she or he must 
care through the week, and those chil- 
dren are no bother to their mother. She 
has a hard thme paying the rent and 
getting them shoes and clothing, but 
she was happy until this last trouble 
came, ;

WASHINGTO.., March 2.—An _ inter- 
esting provision to the postoffice appro- 
priation bill, which was passed by the 
Senate Friday, affects clerks and car- 
riers.

Capitalists’ Plans for Hotel 
Near Historic Building 
Are Opposed. 





WOULD ENLARGE PLAZA 





San Antonio Women Against 
Demolition of Old Barracks, 
Now Store. 


Fight St. Louis capitalists are engaged 
in a fight that is .waging around the 
historic Alamo in San Antonio, Tex., 
where Col. James Bowie, Davy Crocke tt 
and other heroes of the Lone Star 
State's separation from Mexico made 
their last and bjoody stand. In this 
modern struggle Yotes and dollars, not 
guns and ‘sabres, are the weapons, in 
which both sides trust for victory. \ 

The syndicate of St. Louisans would 
remove the o.d barracks in which lived 
the Franciscan monks, of Spanish days. 
and substitute in its,#tead an addition 
to the famous Alamo @aza. The syndi- 
cate has purchased to the northeast of 
the Alamo, and east of the barracks, a 
site for a hotel to cost $500,000. 

Bach of the eight members of the 
syndicate has contributed $25,000 to its 
capital. <A capitalist of San 
invested $200,000. The remainder of the 
money is announced as assured. . The lot 
which they have purchased abuts the 
ground occupied by the old barracks, 
now used as a store and warehouse. 
They are trying to induce the Daughters 
of the Republic of Texas; to whom the 
State has given control of both the bar- 
racks and the Alamo, 
moval of the former, so that the space 
it covers maybe added to the Alamo 
plaza. 
ters is willing to accept the proposal 
under certain ‘conditions, but 
Zavala Chapter of San Antonio is stoutly 
opposing the plan on the ground that 
the old building is really part of the 
Alamo and should be preserved with it. 

Compromise Leeked Fer. 

A resolution empowering the 
Daughters of. the Republic to raze the 
barracks is to be introduced this week 
in the Texas Legislature. If it carries, 
the only obstacle in the way of real- 
izing the scheme advocated by the St. 
Louisans will be an agreement cover- 
ing their share of the expense of 
platting, planting and maintaining the 
park. 

The proposition submitted by the 
Daughters of the Republic is that the 
St. Loufsans pay an arrearage n 
taxes, amounting to $1800: assume 
four notes, aggregating $10,000; pro- 
vide a new door and a cement floor for 
the Alamo, proper, at a cost of $1000: 
guarantee to maintain the park as a 
public grounds for 99 years, and pay 
the salary of a keeper—$45 a month 
16 years. 

The syndicate is willing to renovate 
the Alamo, wreck the barracks and 
remove the debris; make the park and 
furnish all the slants and shrubs and 
pay the etistodian’s salary for five 
years, but. declines to accept the other 
conditions. It is believed, however, 
that a compromise will be the out- 
come of present negotiations between 
the e Daught ers and the capitalists. 

When bout eight years ago an 
Eastern company endeavored to ac- 
quire the barracks, Miss Clara Dris- 
coll, a wealthy young woman of San 
Antonio, bought it and deeded it to 
the Daughters of the Republic. The 
Legisiature then surrendered to the 
organization control of both the bar- 
racks and the Alamo, but stipulated 
that the Daughters were to maintain 
them. Authority must therefore he 
petatued from the Legislature to sell, 
remodel or demolish the historic 
structures. pa

The Alamo’s claim to general interest, 
however, has its basis in the terrific 
struggle which ended in the death of 190

The German societies of St. Louls have 
adopted 
passage of the bill now pending in the 
Legislature, which requires all clubs, as- 
sociations or societies where wine or 
beer is dispensed to take out a dramshep 
license, 

The bill 


also compels such organiza- 
tions to refrain 


from dispensing intoxi- 
cants on Sunday, or upon the day of any 
general, State or city election. 

At a recent meeting of presidents of 
the German societies a resolution was 
adopted which will be presented to the 
Legislature. In it attention is called to 
the work done by these societies, espe- 
cially the turnvereins, which afford sci- 
entific physical education for their mem- 
bers, maintain libraries and reading 
rooms and give instruction in languages 
and domestic science. The singing and 
musical societies alse develop higher and 
nobler sentiments. 

Hardship on Turnvereins. 

The resolution says that while wealthy 
clhibs ean easily pay such a tax, it will 
work a hardship upon the turnvereins.

In the case at bar the directors 
of the company were selected bv Mor- 
ton, were under his complete contro!

ercised no independent judgment, discre- 
tion or investigation of their own. The 
plaintiffs are innocent purchasers of the 
stock for value and without notice fur- 
nished all the money that paid for all 
the property that was acquired by the 
company and all the basis of values that 
was represented in the stock of the com- 
pany. 

Reviewing the claim that the sale of 
the property to the company, even if 
at an excessive valuation, was not fraud- 
ulent because there was no intent to de- 
ceive or defraud the stockholders, Judge 
Marshall. asserts that “it is the act 
which in law is called a fraud, however 
honestly the promoters mav have be- 
they were acting, ° ich deter- 
right to recover. 
in Judge Marshal’s 
opinion had grounds for their suit 
eamainst the company and its presi- 
dent. Morton. He savs after review- 
ing the evidence on that point. 

Must Curb ,Corporations, 
“The conclusion is, therefore, irre- 
sistible that upon authority and prece- 
dent in this State the plaintifYs are 
entitled to maintain this action. And 
the rule thus announced rests upon 
the surest principles of common sense, 
reason and justice, for unless such 
right exists the administration of the 
law would be opened to the perpetra- 
tion of the grossest Wrongs and legal 
frauds upon the public generally and 
upon the Innocent purchasers of. cor- 
porate stocks in particular. Corpora- 
tions would become easy and efncient 
Instruments for defrauding the pub- 
lic, and would. soon become such a 
Thenace to the Well-being of society 
that the drastic remedy of abolishing 
them would surely be applied.

For this stock Morton received in 
cash, Judge Marshal finds, $524,485. His 
expenses for advertising and commis- 
sions aggregated $58,793.37. The net 
amount of cash he received was $465,- 
691.68. Directly or indirectly Morton is 
found to have received from dividends 
$39,077.80, which acded to his net re- 
ceipts from the sale of stock totaled 
$504,769.43.

PARIS, March 2.—The French law 
courts have apparently not yet finished 
with Jacques Lebaudy, “Emperor” of 
the Sahara, as a new case is brought up 
against him almost every week, the 
“Emperor” meanwhile keeping up such 
a gtrict incognito that even his most 
intimate friends ignore his whereabouts. 

The last lawsuit was brought by @ 
shipping agent at Antwerp for the ex- 


penses Of chartering and fitting ouf the 
Frasquita, which was to open up a reg- 
ular navigation and mail service be- 
tween Las Palmas and Troya, the ‘‘Em- 
peror’s’ capital. The: contract price 
was $3600, and the agent, aleging that 
it had not been paid, brought suit 
againsi M. Lebaudy in May, 1905, for 
that amount at Brussels, 

At that time the ‘‘Emperor’s’”’ resi- 
dence was assumed to be in Brusseis, 
as he had established his ‘‘legation” 
his mansion in the Avenue Louise, over 

which his flag was floating. M. Le- 
baudy’s lawyer put forward the plea 
that the court of Brussels had no juris- 
diction in the case, as the shipping 
agent had treated with M. Lebaudy as 
a Sovereign. In the contract M. 
baudy is designated as an ‘‘Emperor,’ 
and the price agreed upon is déscribed 
as &@ subsidy, such as governments 
sometimes grant for special purposes. 

Judges Not Awed by Royalty. 

It was, therefore, a question between 
a foreign potentate and his servant, and 
did not come within the jurisdiction of 


a Belgian court. The judges, however, 
overruled this point, and gave a deci- 
sion for the full amount in favor of the 
agent. 

But when it came to an execution of 
the judgment a difficulty arose. M. Le- 
baudy had changed residence, and the 
only way to obtain satisfaction was to 
institute a lawsuit in France to carry 
into effect the decision of the Belgian 
court. When the case came up before 
the First Chamber of the Civic Trib- 
unal of the Seine, Maitre Dreyfous, who 
spoke on behalf of M. Lebaudy, said 
that the sentence of the Belgian judges 
oughttto be set aside, because, in May, 
1905, M. Lebaudy had no residence either 
in France or Belgium. This is so true, 
he added, to the amusement of the 
Court, that six months before his resi- 
dence was a Turkish prison at Durazzo. 
To prove it he read the following letter 
from M. Lebaudy, who had been travel- 
ing under the name of Count Arcis: 

Oct. 19, 1994, Durazzo, ‘l'urkey, 
to Clawkena, sondon.—I have 
got into a slight difficulty with 
the Turkish authorities. I[ have 
appealed for and obtained the 
protection of the Austrian and 
Greek Governments. I beg you 
to see the Turkish Ambassador in 
London, and give him an exact 
description for my identification, 
and also communicate with the 
Austrian and Greek Embassies. 
Telegraph to Durazzo. — Count 
Arcis. 

Annexing the Desert. 


A week later the “‘Emperor’ sent a 
message to the same address in Lon- 


don, with thanks, and stating that he 
had been liberated. His trouble at Du- 
razzo, ‘it appears, was On account of 
some carffels, about which he had a 
dispute with the natives, and which the 
authorities deemed most promptly set- 
tled by clapping one of the disputants 
into Jail. M. Lebaudy went for some 
time to Italy, and in April, 1906, he was 
in Cairo, whence he wrote the following 
letter: 

During the last few months I 
went to Inspect the work accom- 
plished by my office in Eastern 
Sahara. Their success was great- 
er than I had anticipated. I had 
not the slightest difficulty in tak- 
ing possession of Immense areas 
of land which nobody before me 
had dreamt of occupying. No 
foreign power .will ever dare to 
dispute with.me the gees of 
this country, which consider of 
great value. I shall eternally re- 
joice at having chosen for myself 
the position of an independent 
sovereign.—Your most truly de- 
voted Jacques I.

ayor, the exclusive 10-year privilege of 
operating candy and refreshment stands 
in Forest Park at an annual rental of 
$3000, when Lackland has made an open 
offer of $4000 a year for the same rights. 

These vendors of sweets are_in a bit- 
ter fight for the privilege of selling can- 

popeorn, non-intoxicating drinks, 
cigars and tobaccos to the people who 
throng the city’s breathing spot during 
the summer months, Lackland has fig- 
ured that the city would make $10,000 on 
the contract by accepting his offer. 

Class Legislation, He Says. 

Lackland contends that the ordinance, 
which hag been passed by the Council 
and sent over to the House of Dele- 
gatés, is class legislation, because it 

ifies that only Wenneker shall have 
this privilege and shuts out all compet- 
ing bids. Lackland has offered an 
rendment to the ordinance, providing 
that the Board of Public Improvements 
shall let the contract to the highest and 
best bidder, and that no bid of less than 
$4000 shall be considered. 

“Soon after the World's Fair,’’ said 
Lackland, “I went to Mayor Wells to 
see about getting a candy privilege in 
the park. The Mayor told me that he 
had no power to issue a temporary per- 
mit, but preferred that I have a bill in- 
troduced in the Municipal Assembly 
granting me that privilege. I had such 
a bill introduced, but it was defeated on 
the theory that it was cless legislation. 
Subsequently Wenneker had a bill of 
similar import introduced offering the 
city $2500 a year for the candy stand 
rights in the park. I then made an offer 
of $3000 for the privilege. Wenneker's 
bill passed the Municipal Assembly, but 
was vetoed by Mayor Wells. 

Revived When Mayor Departs. 

“About six months ago another bill 

nting Wenneker this privilege was 
ntroduced. It hag been pigeon-holed 
until about two weeks ago when 
Mayor Wells left for Panama.

the most dangerous assaults on the 
interests of minority stockholders in 
corporations, ever attempted in New 
Jersey Legislature is a Dill introduced 
by Senator Wakelee of Bergen County. 

Hundreds of thousands of small stockK- 
holders would be affected if the bill 
necomes part of the corporation law of 
New Jersey, as a great proportion of 
all_ the trusts and other large indus- 
irial combinations created in the past 
ten ars are chartered by this State. 

Among the small stockholders affected 
would be those of the United States 
Steel Corporation, The sahonaen behind 
the Wakelee bill have so far remained 
undisclosed. 

On its face the Wakelee bill is an 
innocent looking measure and very 
brief. But it confers upon the d.rectors 
of any Jersey co ora. jon the extfaor- 
dinary right, simply by passing a reso- 
lution, to Surchaae and retire its own 
capital stock. It also allows them to 
reissue the stock thus acquired. In 
other words, it would legalize the cor 
poration dealing in its own capital 
stock, 

The present law rotects. minggity 
stockholders @gainst dangers of is 
kind. As it now stands no corporation 
can acquire its own stock without the 
consent of two-thirds of its stockhold- 
ers and only after publication of its in- 
tention in neWspapers once a week for 
three weeks, 

The Wakelee bill is generally regarded 
as the furtherance of a plan to take 
away the small fraction of power which 
a stockholder has in the property of 
which he is a part owner. It @ said 
that it would legalize high-inance 
tricks of the worst kifid and throw open 
the doors for maninulation on &@ se¢ale 
which has never been before possible. 

Creditors of corporations would, it is 
said, be also Hg riously affected if the 
bill becomes a law. tnder the bill, it 
would be possible for a majority of the 
directors of a corporation to acquire 
the entire capital stock by forfeiture, 
surrender or purchase and by mere res)- 
retire without any publicity or 
any kind. The whole

one to look to for the payment of the 
money due them Under tMe existing 
laws of New Jersey, where stock is 
once retired it cannot be reissued ex- 
cept in payment of a dollar in money 
or a dollar in actual value for each dol- 
lar of stock. The Wakelee bill pro- 
vides that the stock may be reissued 
for “money or property to the full value 
thereof,’’ bug the directors are the ones 
who shail decide the value of the 
“nroperty."’ By simple resolution they 
could say that property with an actual 
value of $1000 was worth $1,000,000 and 
issue stock to. the_last named amount.

PRACTICAL COTTON DEVICE. 


Agricultural Department Per- 


fects New Machine. 

WASHINGTON, March 2.—One of the 
most important practical devices in the 
history of cotton culture has been per- 
fected by experts of the Department of 
Agriculture. It is a machine for the 
removal of the fuzz on cotton seed and 
for the separation of light from heavy 
seed. The process has been in course of 
development for about two years, and it 
is the opinion of the experts of the de- 
partment that its universal use would 
effect a saving of about 10 per cent of 
the entire cotton crop. 

By the removal of the fuzz the see] 
may be planted with an ordinary grav- 
ity drill. By the ease with which the 
smooth seed can be manipulated, they 
can be planted in hills without unneces- 
sary waste, and the plants so located 
can be tilted in two direction. ‘The ma- 
chine, it is stated, can be made at very 
small expense, and planters who use it 
will have to to pay no roy D poyalty f for it.

Louisiana has been addressed b: 
mittee representing the Lumbermen’'s 
Exchange of St. Louis to the freight 
traffic department of the Missouri Pa- 
cific. Notice has been served by tne 
railroad that the new rate Was effective 
March 1. According to the complaint 
of the lumbermen, the advance fs 40 
per cent over the former rate from 
Southern Arkansas and from 20% to we 
per cent over that from Northern Lou- 
isiana. 
One 


increase 


of the objections raised by the 
lumbermen to the enforcement of the 
new tariff is that it is not made to 
apply as well to ¢ompetitive territory. 
They assert also that the cypress in the 
districts affected by the increase is of 
an inferior quality, making the new 
rate practically prohibitive. It is stated 
that the new rate from Little Rock to 
St. Louis, a distance of 349 miles, is the 
same as that from New Orleans to St. 
Louis, a distance of 487 miles. 
Postponement is Asked. 
Another complaint is that the cypress 
from Southern Arkansas and Northern 
Louisiana is shipped in the rough and 
weighs, therefore, more than Southern 
Louisiana cypress, which is dressed. 
The lumbermen contend that the in- 
crease in the rate on this rough lumber, 
making the present rate three cents 
higher than from competitive Mississippi 
and Southern Louisiana points, is a 
hardship both on the.lumber trade in 
St. Louis and on the mills in Southern 
Arkansas and Northern Louisiana. 
Another point raised by the lumber- 
men is that they were not given due 
notice of the increase. They claim that 
the railroads have been unable to fur- 
nish cars to move the lumber contracted 
for and sold on the old basis. They 
that the enforcement of the new 
be deferred till this lumber is shipped. 
If the protest to the railroads is not 
effective, the fight will be carried by 
the lumbermen before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. A commitcee 
appointed for this purpose includes: 
Theo. Plummer. W. W. Dings, Thomas 
Poe and L. J. Taussig. Half of the ex- 
pense will be borne by the Lunibermen’s 
Club of Memphis, Tenn., acting joint- 
lv with the St. Louis bedy. In asking 
that the enforcement of the new rate 
be deferred the lumbermen point to the 
action of the railroads postponing till 
June 1 an increase in the rate on grain.

But the market closed with 
the downward movement again under 
way. 

“In cash reserves, the Associated 
Banks reported a loss somewhat 
smaller than what was foreshadowed 
by yesterday's estimates; this, how- 
ever, being offset by another large de- 
crease in loans whose movement was 
as obscure as the similar decrease in 
March a year ago. The net re- 
sult was a loss of something like 
ralf a million dollars in the surplus 
reserve, whfh is thereby again left at 
the lowest figure reported at this date 
éince 1890. It is, for instance, more 
than a million dollars below either 
last year or 1903, and in both years, 
five weeks more sufficed either to ex- 
haust the surplus or to bring it prac- 
tically to the deadline. This bank and 
money market position is again the 
Most distinctly unpleasant phenome- 
non of the day, and the one which 
needs to be watched with the most 
distrust.’

East St. Louis Hospital Nurse, 
Depressed by Illness She 
Fought, Took Poison. 


Miss Bertha Weidman, a nurse at 
the Henrietta Hospital in East St. 
Louis, was in a critical condition in that 


institution at midnight due to morphine | 


poisoning. It is believed that she swa!- 
lowed the drug with the intention of 
killing herseif. . 

Miss Weidman is 23 years old, a blond. 
She came to East St. Louis four years 
ago from her native home in Germaly 
and entered the nurses’ training school 
at the hospital. She was an apt student 
and quickly became one of the most 
skilled nurses in the institution. 


Last June when-a number of nurses 
were released because of too much at- 
tention to social matters, to the detri- 
ment of the hospital work, the manage- 
ment thought, Miss Weidman was re- 
tained. 

She spoke English with a German ac- 
cent and was known to have been home- 
sick recently, speaking often of a long- 
ing to return to her birthplace and visit 
her parents. “Her only relative in the 
United States, so far as is known, is a 
brother. [ft could not be learned last 
night where he lives. 

Friends of the young woman Say, 
also, that the hospital work, the con- 
tinuous sight of illness and suffering 
had begun to depress her, and this com- 
bined with her homesickness had ren- 
dered her melancholy. To that condi- 
tion of mind her friends attribute her 
uttempt to end her own life. 

She was discovered shortly after noon 
yetserday, lying on a sofa in the dormi- 
tory in a stupor and breathing heavily. 
A physician was summoned and she 
was found to be suffering from mor- 
phine poisoning. At 11 o'clock last 
night it was stated that she might not 
recover. 

The hospital authorities refused to say 
anything about the case, declining even 
to give the nurse’s name.

Harley Davidson of St. Paul, Minn., 
won the three-mile roller skating cham- 
pionship of the world at the Jai-Al 
Rink last night before the largest crowd 


that ever witnessed a skating event of 
any description in St. Louis. The Jal 
Alai building was packed, there being 
no vacant space in the balcony or gal- 
lery, while the crowd around the rail 
was five deep in some places. It took 
the squad of five detectives and about 
ten policemen and a Captain almost a 
half hour to clear the floor before the 
race could be put on. . 

To the credit of the management it 
must be said that the race was decided 
on its merits. The skaters were not in- 
terfered with and not once during the 
race was there the semblance of a 
foul. Not a man even so much as laid 
a finger on another. 

Davidson set the pace from the third 
lap and won by three-quarters of a lap 
from Earl Sanford. Davidson lacked 10 
feet of lapping Jim Sweeney, who fin- 
He did lap Ollie Moore and 
Clarence Hamilton. 

Moore set the pace for the first three 
laps. Then Davidson jumped out into 
the lead, closely followed by Sanford 
and Sweeney. The trio soon shook off 
Moore and Hamilton. On the eleventh 
lap Hamilton slipped and fell and Moore 
passed him. On the fifteenth lap the 
front truck of one of Sanford’s sKates 
turned under on him and Sanford was 
almost thrown. Sweeney went past him. 
By this times Davidson was 25 yards to 
the good. On the eighteenth lap, when 
Sanford nad passed Sweeney and was 
again setting a hot pace trying to catch 
Davidson, Sweeney suffered the same 
mishap that befell Sanford a short time 
before. 

Sweeney went down and slid along 
the floor for a considerable distance. 
Sanford gained about twenty-five 
yards which advantage he maintained 
to the finish. Davidson had just 
lapped Hamilton in the straight away 
on the twenty-seventh lap when Ham- 
ilton sprinting to catch us received 
his second hard tumble of the race. 
It seemed that the hot pace Davidson 
had set in the earlier part of the race 
had weakened the men and they lost 
their form, consequently frequently 
made mistrokes which threw them off 
their balance. Every one of the men 
were weak and groggy at the finish. 

After the race the prize money was 
distributed, atached to huges bunches 
of flowers. Davidson received $150, 
Sanford $100, Sweeney $75, Moore $50 
and Hamilton $25. Davidson also won 
the mile championship race skated 
the final of which was skated three 
weeks ago. Sweeney won the two- 
mile championship race in which Dav- 
idson was second. Davidson was in 
great form last night. His, pace was 
terrific and he was as steady and as 
certain of the turns as clock work. 

While the big squad of police was 
ready to suppress any trouble there 
Was little to do. After the rade Dav- 
idson was given a great ovation by 
the crowd. Little Sweeney, the St. 
Louis 15-vear-old boy, was the one 
that received the greatest applause, 
however. The series of races to de- 
cide the one, two and_ three-milTe 
championship races lasted every night 
for three weeks and were a success in 
every way.

France is recognized in fact and fic- 
tion the world over as the place from 
which all feminine things stylish come.

For if the world 
of women's fashion breaks from _ its

received St. Louis a new 
shipment of fleas. They came 
direct from Hamburg, Germany, 
but were collected there by 
Herr Aufricltig’s Hamburg 
agent from ell over Europe. 
These fleas, Herr Aufrichtig es- 
timates, cost him $1200—and 
there are only twelve or fifteen 
of them. 

There were more than twelve 
or fifteen in the beginning, how- 
"ever. 
the survivors of hundreds cap- 
tured by European agents of the 
flea circus man. Some died from 
exposure, others from lack of 


_ proper food, and still others suc. 


cum 
Aufrichtig maintains, to injuries 
received in the battles which pre. 
ceded their capture. 

Even now some of the surviv- 
ors may die, some may be too old 
to ever amount to anything in 
the circus business, and at best 
it will be years before their own- 
er will know whether or not he 
has obtained even one real prize 
performer out of the number. 


VERYPODY itn St. Louls who has 
not seen Herr Aufrichtig’s fleas 
perform at the circus on Broad- 

way, between Pine and Chestnut streets, 
has certainly heard of them. The cir- 
cus has been in town some time and has 
been a genuine sensation. ‘Herr Aufrich- 
tig came up from New Orleans with his 
fleas during the Mardi Gras season and 
has* “played to crowded houses” ever 
since. As the summer approaches he 
will move further north, for the fleas 
will not perform satisfactorily during 
hot .weather. 

Herr Aufrichtig is the greatest fleaolo- 
gist in the world. He has more than 300 
in his collection, and of these some two- 
score are trained to do the most diffi- 
enlt things imagiratic—things. in fact, 
that are utterly unbelievable to the per- 
son who has not witnessed them. 

They draw chariots, run a “merry-go- 
round," fight a duel, walk a tight rope, 
jump through a hoop, jugrle a ball tn 
the’ air and roll a wheelbarrow. More 
astonishing than this, however, they go 
through these performances at the com- 
mand of their master and display a de- 
#ree of inteMigence that is amazing. 

Herr Aufrichtig’« collectidn of fleas is 
very valuable and is beitg added to eon- 
stantly. He made a longer stay in St. 
‘outs than he at first anticipated by rea- 
eon of the fact that he was awaiting the 
arrival of the shipment of fleas which 
has now come. 

Most American fleas, says Herr Anf. 
nNehtig, are unintelligent and not capable 
ef accepting training. Also. except for a 
few in this country that come from the 
far north of Canada, they are short- 
lived. And even if captured while quite 
voung, frequently they are gathered to 
their fathers before they ‘ap be trained 
well enough that they may be brought 
before an audience with avvw ass"'rTrance 
that they will not flunk during the per- 
formance.

Tt takes trom one to three years to 
train a flea to perform, says the pro- 
prietor, and the degree of intelligence, 
ability and agility shown by individuals 
is as varied as that encountered by hu- 
man performers, As the average life 
of the European fiea is only six to nine 
years, Herr Aufrichtig must keep at 
work training new performers. 

Hée has a number of flea caichers in 
Burope—all of them women—and at

Then when 
the shooting came, witnesses deciared that Crutch- 
field said: 

“T shot her to make a pair of them, 
that man.” 

This was the story as the Sunday Post-Dispatch 
printed it at the time, as the whole country knew it. 
as Atlanta society rang with it. An asionishing oc- 
currence indeed! A remarkable instance of a hus- 
band’s revenge! -But the outcome is sti!l more re- 
markable. 

LOVE IN AN INVALID CHAIR. 

Now, on pleasant Sunday afternoons, the people

St. Louis was somewhat astonished 
to learn, through revelations of the 
United States Secret Service operatives, 
that the millionaires of Westmoreland. 
Portiand place and other residence sec- 
tions of the wealthy were patrons of 
the unlawful manufacturers of oleo- 
margarine, so many of whom have re- 
cently been arrested. This was a mild 
however, compared with the 
view now opened up by following the 
trail of the oleomargarine man to the 
lair Of the millionaire’s butler. 

It Was discovered, in the first place. 
that St. Louls millionaires were no! 
buying oleomargarine because  thev 
liked it.

The butler was buying ‘“‘moonshine’’ 
oleomargarine, which he secured cheap- 
le because no revenue tax had been 
paid upon it, and placing it on the table 
of his employer as ‘‘good country but- 
ter." Then he was charging the em- 
ployer for high-class butter and pocket- 
ing the difference as his share in the 
underground traffic with the. outlaw 
oleomargarine man. 

This was not a single instance, but 
s0 widespread that the Secret Service 
men found the “homes of the wealthy 
to be the chief market for the oleomar- 
garine that is so extensively manufac- 
tured tn St. Louis without being prup- 
erly scheduled to Uncle Sam. 

This peculiar relation between the 
butlers of the West End and the oleo- 
margarine peddlers immediately. at- 
tracted attention to the reign of petty 
graft in the pantry. Soon the butcher, 
the baker and the candlestick maker 
were all found to be in the mire. It 
may be said for these gentlemen, how- 
ever, that they are usually the victims 
of circumstances—and of the Amalga- 
mated Assbdciation of Butlers. 

A pecullar position is that occupied 
by the butler. He is both buyer and 
dispenser, and there has not yet been 
invented a check-system that will 
keep tab on his operations. Grocers and 
other purveyors to the needs of house- 
holds on the one hand are at the mer- 
ey of this dignitary, while on the other, 
the employer ts equally helpless.

Presently the quality of 
these begins diminish and the quan- 
tity of change in the butler'’s pockets 
increases. 

But not content with this the .but- 
ler next turns to the butcher and makes 
him a-victim. A commission on all sales 
made to the house wherein the butler 
is employed is expected from the butch- 
er, and unless it is forthcoming the 
meat provided soon proves unsatisfac- 
tory, and the butler ‘regretfully’ turns 
his trade to some other quarter.
